Smyrna, Mar. IO.—Although more 
than five months have elapsed since 
Smyrna was laid waste by the great 
fire, not a single brick has been re­ 
stored. 
Indeed, little effort has been 
made to clear away the shattered 
stone and tangled iron girders that 
block almost every thoroughfare.

Francisco the day after the earth­ 
quake and fire. 
Leaning, 
insecure 
walls, tottering cornices and rutted 
roadways are a constant menace to 
pedestrians. 
Smoke still issues from the fire- 
swept warehouses of the American 
Tobacco 
Company. 
Millions 
of 
pounds of the finest Turkish tobacco, 
destined for the American market, 
He two floors deep in these store­ 
houses, forming a smoldering furnace 
that gives off a peculiarly pungent 
odor. Months of rain and the com­
